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Same-sex marriage will 
be highlight of Chicago’s 
45th annual Pride Parade

When the annual Pride Parade steps off Sun- 
day on the North Side, marriage will be the 
overarching theme and cause for celebration 
at the event, organizers have said. 

This year, the procession will start out with 
dozens of married gay couples walking side by 
side, some with their children. 

Heterosexual parents and their gay children 
and siblings, too, will march in the front to 
showcase the value of kinship and the differ- 
ent types of families, said Richard Pfieffer, the 
organizer of the event. 

“The parade as a whole represents different 
aspects of our community,” Pfeffer said. “Hav- 
ing the families in the front communicates 
that gay people are everywhere and are a part 
of all aspects of life. Some of us are married 


now, some of us are raising children. We are 
your brothers, sisters, best friends. We work 
next to you in your cubicle. We are at every 
level and every part of society.” 

Earlier this month, the state’s same sex mar- 
riage law went into effect, allowing hundreds 
of couples to make their partnerships legally 
recognized. Not only did couples line up to 
marry, hundreds of others converted their civil 
unions into official marriage certificates. 

The victory came about a year after the 
US. Supreme Court’s landmark ruling strik- 
ing down the Defense of Marriage Act, which 
inspired a surge of joy among the lesbian, gay, 
bisexual and transgender community. 

That joy will translate into an even stronger 
festive and exciting mood at this year’s parade, 
Pfieffer said. In addition to leading the parade, 
married couples will be sprinkled throughout 
the procession, on floats, in cars and marching 
with various organizations, he said.

tries,” Pfeffer said. “We want it to be a great 
day. We want people to stay safe and we are 
prepping for more than a million people, like 
we did last year.” 

This year, a handful of new organizations 
and religious groups are lending their support 
and participating in the parade, Pfieffer said. 
For example, the Shedd Aquarium and the Art 
Institute are sending contingencies to march. 

This year, the parade is expected to attract 
more than a million spectators who will line 
the four-mile route. The parade typically lasts 
about three hours, Pfieffer said, but people 
stay in those communities for long afterward. 

Because the parade attracts so many, the 
Chicago Police Department has urged, in let- 
ters to residents who live along the route, not 
to gather on rooftops. Police also will be paying 
close attention to the number of people on bal- 
conies and enforcing the city’s zero-tolerance 
ban on alcohol consumption on the public way, 
said Martin Maloney, a spokesman for the de-

partment. This year’s parade comes just as the 
city has increased the fines for public drinking 
and urinating. The fines are now between $500 
to $1,000. 

In addition, the city’s Office of Emergency 
Management and the Fire Department will 
be monitoring the parade to ensure public 
safety, said Ald. James Cappleman (46th) who 
oversees the ward where much of the parade 
is held. 

“My first concern is safety for participants, 
attendees and the community overall,” Cap- 
pleman said. 

Cappleman will be among the decorated 
floats, dancers and bands, participating as he 
has in the past, he said.

CPS announces layoffs 
of more than 1,100 


Roughly 1,100 Chicago Public Schools em- 
ployees, including 550 teachers, are being laid 
off because of declining enrollment, officials 
said Thursday. 

The 550 teachers are eligible to reapply for 
jobs in the CPS system, officials said. Histori- 
cally, CPS officials said, more than 60 percent 
of displaced teachers have found work else- 
where in the district. 

CPS said it expects to fill 1,780 teaching va- 
cancies elsewhere in the district prior to the 
next school year. 

The staff reductions included 600 non-

Supreme Court curbs 
abortion clinic Zones 


The US. Supreme Court handed a victory to 
anti-abortion activists Thursday by making it 
harder for states to enact laws aimed at helping 
patients entering abortion clinics to avoid pro- 
testers, striking down a Massachusetts statute 
that had created a no-entry zone. 

On a 9-0 vote, the court said the 2007 law 
violated freedom of speech rights under the 
US. Constitution’s First Amendment by pre- 
venting anti-abortion activists from standing 
on the sidewalk and speaking to people enter- 
ing the clinics. The law allowed only patients, 
staff, passersby and emergency services to en- 
ter the 35-foot zone.

What kind of training schedule do you have? 
I have my own training facility here in 
Chicago. I just kind of go whenever and just 
skate, put a couple hours in, and if I feel like 
I skated good, [I’m confident]. I’ve been 
going non-stop, so my body’s kind of sore all 
the time from skating a bunch and having to 
travel everywhere, but usually a good couple 
hours a day. 


Do you have a few favorite tricks or ones 
that you think are your strongest? 

Of course. I feel like that’s how everyone 

is at the contest, they have their tricks and 
it’s good. I’m working on all new ones that 
they’ve never really seen me do before, and 
I think that will definitely help the scoring, 
because it’s all new and fresh.

Could you lay out your career resume 

thus far? 

I’ve gotten an X Games third place. I have 
two Dew Tour championship cups, and I’ve 
got so close to winning a Street League but 
I haven’t actually won one yet. Every other 
contest I have, except for Street League. 


This is the first Street League event in Chi- 
cago. What does it mean to you to compete 
on your home turf? 

It’s amazing. They were talking about it for 
the last, like, two years, and to make it finally 
come true is awesome. Because there are so 
many skaters in Chicago, and it’s not like 
California where they get to see pro skaters 
all the time and have these kind of opportu- 
nities, so it’s nice to bring it to Chicago and 
the skate community out here. I’m sure kids 
appreciate it, it’s going to be a really fun time. 
T’m excited. 


How has skateboarding elevated your celeb- 
rity status? 

I’ve done a lot of cool stuff. I did a shoe thing 
with Lil Wayne, and he became one of my 
good friends.

Never mind that we’ve mostly seen it all 
before in the good first installment, the awful 
sequel and the mediocre third movie. “Extinc- 
tion” isn’t director Michael Bay beating a dead 
horse; it’s him propping up the horse and re- 
enacting an equestrian “Weekend at Bernie’s.” 
And so the destruction continues, because in 
Bay’s world, more is never enough. 

Chicago gets only partially demolished; it’s 
good to see the damage from the climactic 
battle in 2011’s “Transformers: Dark of the 
Moon” has been repaired. Though our city 
has no signage recognizing the death and dev- 
astation, a lone billboard in rural Texas asks 
that citizens “Remember Chicago.” Thanks, 
billboard. The seven people who see you 
surely will spend a lot of time honoring those 
squished by giant metal aliens. 

Set five years after that mayhem, “Extinc- 
tion” pretends Sam Witwicky (Shia LaBeouf) 
never existed and switches focus to Cade 
(Mark Wahlberg, always appealing). His goals 
include inventing something important (and

keeping the entire male population away from 
his 17-year-old daughter/cutoffs enthusiast 
Tessa. She’s played by 19-year-old Nicola Peltz 
(“Bates Motel”), who resembles Tara Reid if 
Reid could walk and talk at the same time. Af- 
ter Cade stumbles onto a truck that turns out 
to be Autobot leader Optimus Prime—during 
a sequence shot in the Uptown Theatre that’s 
identified as Texas —he, his daughter and, 
eventually, her secret boyfriend Shane (Jack 
Reynor) run from a CIA heavy (Kelsey Gram- 
mar) who’s using the evil Decepticons to try 
to wipe out the friendly Autobots. 

Bay still has the power to create awe- 
inspiring scale; a few moments in “Ex- 
tinction” are especially massive, more 
impressively towering above Chicago than 
“Divergent.” Even though your brain shut 
down two hours ago, the message to pop 
your eyes and drop your jaw still registers. 

Those moments are extremely isolated, 
despite the presence of robo-dinosaurs and 
impressive special effects overall. The dia- 
logue ranges from generic (“When I figure 
out who is behind this, he’s going to die”) 
to obnoxious (Cade calls Shane “Lucky 
Charms” because he’s Irish), and the ac- 
tion’s all smash-boom-pow-repeat ad nau- 
seam. The film operates at three and 1,000, 
and nothing in between. All that’s left to 
blow up is Bay’s contract, passing the reins 
to someone who realizes that noise and 
boredom aren’t mutually exclusive.

Through 
interviews with Swartz’s family, friends and 
professional supporters, the filmmaker 
directly and convincingly captures the in- 
novative developer—who at 12 conceived 
aversion of Wikipedia before there was 
Wikipedia and last year took his own life at 
the age of 26 while facing multiple felony 
charges —as a brilliant advocate for change 
without canonizing him.

ian attributes, particularly in terms of social 
discomfort and a disinterest in the glamorous 
life. 

It’s hard not to be inspired by Swartz’s pri- 
orities. He sought change for his vision of the 
greater good, a philosophy that led him to 
try to make costly online journal articles free 
and become an FBI target. Unfortunately, 
everyone on the other side of this story, from 
the government officials who advocated 
for Swartz’s prosecution to Swartz’s former 
Reddit colleagues to folks at MIT, declined 
participation in the film. That leaves Knap- 
penberger with too much time filled with 
Swartz’s family repeating themselves. And 
the aforementioned pronunciation issue is so 
staggering that it deserves another mention. 

This remains an important David vs. 
Goliath story, however, of a remarkable brain 
years ahead of his age with the courage and

What may as well 
have been called 
“Wet Hot Met 
Sally,” “They Came 
Together” cheekily 
replicates romantic 
comedy cliches. 
But director David 
Wain (“Wet Hot American Summer”) and 
co-writer Michael Showalter bring such 
absurd glee to messing with convention that 
you're more focused on how often you burst 
out laughing than on the obvious premise’s 
limitations. 

The meta comedy begins on a double 
date, where Joel (Paul Rudd) and Molly (Amy 
Poehler) insist on telling another couple (Bill 
Hader, Ellie Kemper) a detailed story about 
their relationship. They acknowledge how 
much they resemble quintessential rom- 
com leads —Joel is mildly, non-threateningly 
handsome and Molly a klutz who just can’t 
get her life in order. Worse, she owns a New 
York candy store called Upper Sweet Side, 
while he works for the evil Candy Systems 
and Research Corp. When Joel and Molly 
meet, they realize they could be happy to- 
gether but write it off on the technicality of 
initially finding each other annoying. 

Fortunately, Wain and Showalter expand 
on the basic predictability of a genre that’s

almost ceased to exist. Great moments 
include Joel needing to play basketball with 
his friends (all of whom have differing views 
on relationships) before he can propose to 
the woman (Cobie Smulders) who inevitably 
will break his heart, and an in-movie Norah 
Jones music video (guest-starring Rudd and 
Poehler) recognizing the looming presence 
of soapy adult contemporary music. 

No one should be blind to the touch- 
stones the parody steps on. The 77-minute 
movie barely can fill a feature-length running 
time, and it’s hard not to space out occasion- 
ally, imagining what will come of the pos- 
sible “Wet Hot” Netflix series. Then “They 
Came Together” has fun with nonsense like 
Molly’s quirkily specific muffin order and 
you jump back in, happy for a love story that 
makes you happy without needing to fall for 
stereotypes and laziness. Of course, most of 
the jokes don’t translate on paper or add up 
to anything as classic as “Wet Hot” or even 
Wain’s “Role Models.” 

It’s not much, but for those who found 
2012’s enjoyable but tiresome “Wanderlust” 
a little much, “They Came Together” is all it 
needs to be.

the same film. 

However, the Oscar-nominated 2010 docu- 
mentary “Restrepo” did an awfully good job of 
giving viewers rare, intimate access to real-life 
conflict. Embedded with American soldiers 
deployed to Afghanistan’s ultra-dangerous 
Korengal Valley in 2007, directors and veteran 
journalists Tim Hetherington and Sebastian 
Junger depicted the men both in battle and in 
rare moments of blowing off steam. In-studio 
interviews added perspective, but the empha- 
sis largely was on location footage. 

“Korengal” comes from unused content 
gathered while reporting “Restrepo,” and 
the new documentary hardly feels like 
scraps. Looking a bit closer at the people (as 
opposed to the as-it-happens experience of

a war zone), “Korengal” still doesn’t con- 
tain extensive background on the soldiers’ 
families. It’s not a political statement. But it 
does access the mental states of its subjects 
and contains many resonant anecdotes, 
whether it’s a story being reflected or as the 
guys spend time at operating base Restrepo, 
named for a medic killed in action. 
Specialist Kyle Steiner notes, “Fighting a 
human being isn’t as hard as you think when 
they’re trying to kill you.” When he asserts 
that he’d walk cross-country to help one 
of his comrades change a tire, you believe 
him. Specialist Sterling Jones discusses a 
gun whose rounds can sear flesh from 18 
inches away. The soldiers play “Rock Band” 
(Rage Against the Machine’s “Killing in the 
Name”) and talk about the adrenaline of a 
firefight without glorifying it. The scenery 
is both beautiful and terrifying; the down- 
time is anything but an escape. As strategies 


unfold and bullets fly, you almost have to 
remind yourself that this isn’t a re-enact- 
ment. “Korengal,” like its predecessor, shows 
you fear and selflnessness with remarkable 
authenticity. 

“Restrepo” felt more urgent and better 
organized, while the 81-minute “Korengal” is 
more of a scattered assemblance of interac- 
tions and memories. But this unexpected 
sequel is powerful nonetheless, and not just 


because Junger, who financed the docu- 
mentary himself, put together the film after 
Hetherington was killed in Libya in 2011. As 
with the service and obeyed rules of the men 
in combat, there’s honor in the filmmaking — 
which reminds me of Sgt. Brendan O’Byrne 
saying he can’t stand when someone tells him 
he did what he had to do, because he didn’t 
have to do anything. All you have is what you 
choose to do, and why.

The effect is well-covered evidence that 
the problem is worse and more complicated 
than you realized. Rossi doesn’t explore the 
details about why state funding has withered 
and tuition has been forced to compensate, 
and in addressing prospective students who 
choose alternate next steps after college, he 
neglects to get a feel for the value of traveling 
versus jumping into employment. He could 
have spoken to more recent grads to get a 
sense of how valuable their four-year educa- 
tions have proven to be—in contrast to what 
some feel is an remarkably expensive excuse

to party your face off. 

The meat of “Ivory Tower,” however, keeps 
plenty of fragile plates spinning. Authors 
of books with titles such as “Paying for the 
Party” and “Academically Adrift” question 
what students actually gain in college; some 
Arizona State University students insist it’s 
not a party school while others turn a private 
residence hall and its pool into constant 
spring break; a Harvard student who used to 
be homeless savors the school’s “full-need” 
aid and his opportunity to better himself; 
and students at New York’s Cooper Union 
occupy the president’s office, fighting to 
maintain the school’s founding principle of 
free tuition. 

Rossi knows this issue won't be solved 
easily, regardless of online classes and other 
Internet-based educational opportunities, 
and makes a salient point against students 
being seen as consumers. When Cooper 
Union pupils turn their backs on the school’s 
president during graduation, you won't need 
a degree to recognize the irony in the presi- 
dent refusing to accept the ways institutions 
and administrators turn their backs on the 
people they’re theoretically being paid to 
support.
